A NAVAL DEBATE IN 
PARLIAMENT.

The Earl of Selborne (late First

Berlin, 15th March. 


Chancellor Count Bilow dwelt to-day, 
in speech made in the Reichstag, on 
the policy of Germany towards tho 
belligerents. He firstly protested against 
the charge that German politics were 
dependent on Russia. The sales of ships 
made by private people to Russia were 
closed strictly within international law. 
Then the Chancellor read a telegram 
from Count Arco, the German Minister 
‘at Tokio, according to which the Japan- 
ese Government had declared that they 
had no reason to distrust Germany's 
neutrality and they sincerely desired good 
relations with Germany. Japan did not 
see anywhere ® reason for @ collision; 





fact that both the French Republicans 
and the Liberals in Eugland solicited 
good relations with Russis, whose stand- 
ing a8 one of the Grest Powers would 
outlive not only the war with Japan, but 
also her internal troubles, 

With reference to Morocco, the 
Chancellor said, the German Govern- 
ment was fully aware of its duty and 
would protect energetically Germany's 
interests there. 

According to the reports of the’ St. 
Petersburg Press it has been resolved 
there to continue the war. A new army 
of four hundred thousand men will be 
mobilised and sent to East Asia.

AFTER THE RATE- 
PAYERS’ MEETING. 


22nd March. 

It is most disheartening for the 
Council and for all who take a 
genuine interest in the welfare and 
of the Settlements, that 
again yesterday afternoon it was 
proved impossible to induce a suf- 
ficient number of ratepayers to 
attend to make a quorum for a 
special meeting. Every year, as we 
have said, there are constant appeals 
in the local Press to the Council to 
make changes which cannot be made 
without amending or adding to the 
Land Regulations or Bye-Laws ; these 
amendments or additions, however 
desirable, cannot be made except at a 
ial meeting, and year after year 
they are hung up because the rate- 
payers are too apathetic to attend in 
sufficient numbers. Notwithstanding 
this, the same old appeals will be made 
to the Council in the new Muni- 
cipal year, though those who make 
them ought to know that ib 
rests with themselves and their 
fellow-residents to bring about the 
improvements they desire; that in 
this as in other matters, heaven 
helps those who help themselves, 
and if they are too indifferent to help 
themselves, their wants must go un- 
satisfied. -When the meetings were 
held at nine o’clock in the morning, 
the objection used to be made that a 
number of ratepayers could not 

get away from their work to attend; 
but the special meeting yesterday 





did not come on until six pm, so 
that this excuse will not serve, It 
is most discouraging, and we can 
only hope that by the time another 

ial meeting is called, there will 


be arerival of public spizit among 
the ratepayers of Shanghai, 
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‘The business of the regular 
meeting went forward with no 
sition and little interruption. 
gegen ed le ntemapnn 
of the Council in introducing 
the various resolutions were well 
read and apparently well heard, 
Evidently the report and budget had 
‘een carefully studied, for no ex- 
planation was asked for, after Mr. 
‘Anderson had touched in his speeches 
on the salient points. ‘The remarks 
made by the one speaker to Resolu- 
tion IV were received with evident 
approval by the meeting, and will 
doubtless be taken into consideration 
by the incoming Watch Committee. 
Neither the members of the Council 
themselves nor the ratepayers were 
aware, and the speaker himself ad- 
mitted that he had only learnt it by 
accident, that the probationers at the 
Nursing Home and Municipal Hos- 
pital were set to do staff work, actu- 
ally nursing small pox and scarlet 
fever patients, on the princely salary 
of ten Mexican dollars a month, or 
something under five shillings a 
week, Sundays and week days, with- 
out even being given aa outdoor 
uniform ; and bound themselves to be 
content with this impossible pittance 
for three years. The other resolu- 
tions, and Mr. McLeod's amendment 
in reference to the new Waterworks 
Agreement, were nem. oon, 
with little comment; after which a 
considerable amountof time was taken 
up by Mr. Druinmond, and by Mr. 
‘Anderson who answered him, with 
long speeches when there was no 
resolution or amendmeut before the 
meeting. The Chairman, Sir Hiram 
Wilkinson, did ask the meeting 
whether it was willing to heur the 
two speakers, but that is a request 
which a meeting is very unlikely to 
refuse, and it would have been better 
if the Chairman had said firmly 
that, there being no motion ‘before 
the meeting, there was no opeving 
for voluntary oratory. It appears 
that Mr. Drummoud had prepared 
a long speech in opposition to the 
amended Clause V in the new 
Waterworks Agreement, and did not 
notice that it was passed nem. con., 
with Mr. McLeod’s amendment, in 
Resolution VIII. His objection was 
to the trick by which the Council 
had made an arrangement with the 
Waterworks Co. whereby residents 
outside the limits of the settlement 
enjoying Municipal amenities will 
hereafter be compelled to pay Muni- 
cipal taxes or go without Water- 
works water. His speech was com- 
posed of charges against the Council, 
which were so fully disposed of by 
Mr. Anderson that he readily with- 
drew thet, and reasons why he and 
others in the same case.should uot be 
forced to pay municipal taxes. That 
an able and acute man of the world 
like Mr. Drummond should bring 
forward such flimsy reasons is almost 
incredible, They amounted to this, 








that his property was depreciated 
twenty-five per cent by being out- 
side the limits, and that it was for 
this reason more difficult to sell it to 
Chine-e. It is only reasonable to 
supprse that be considered this in 
the price he paid for the land; and 
he did not seem to realise that he is 
only asked to pay taxes on the same 
scale as residents in the Settlements, 
and that the taxes he is asked to 
pay are based on the value of the 
property, not on its area. His pa- 
thetic statement that he would 
gladly pay taxes if the limits were 
extended to include his property was 
readily credible after fe bad said 
that such inclusion would raise the 
value of his property by twenty-five 
percent. In a prévious speech Mr. 
Drummond opposed, though not to 
the extent of voting against it, the 
amended clause in the Waterworks 
Agreement whereby the Council be- 
comes a shareholder in the Water- 
works Co., mentioning the objection 
which we advanced yesterday morn- 
ing, though we said that we do not 
attach much importance to it. The 
compromise, however, was evidently 
generally regarded as a very reason- 
able one, and future generations will 
perhaps regard Mr. Anderson's happy 
thought with something of the. ap- 
probation that is given to Lord Bea. 
consfield’s purchase of the Khedive’s 
Suez Canal shares.

Tue first paragraph of Mr. Joho 
Foord’s “Current Comment” in the 
February number of the above journal 
opens with the undeniable statement 
that “the men who provoked the 
war with Japan unquestionably 
counted on plucking from success in 
that enterprise increased security 
for the Russian autocracy against 
internal discontent, as well as ample 
gains for themselves. But the en- 
gineers have been hoist with their 
own petard, and the failure on which 
they did not reckon has so quickered 
the forces of revolution as to place 
the autocracy and the system which 
it sustains in imminent peril. The 
events of the past month have de- 
monstrated that the most dangerous 
foes of Russia are those of her own 
household. In another sense that 
was true before the war begun, 
because the arrogance and corruption 
of the grand-ducal clique which really 
directs the uffairs of Russia over 
the head of a weak and vacillating 
Emperor, were responsible for the 
naval and military incompetency 
which has cost Russia so dear.” 
Mr. Foord goes on to show—and this 











was a month’ before the battle of 
Mukden—tbat Russia’s numerous 
failures, including Gripenberg’s un- 
successful attempt to turn Oyama’s 
left, leave her no alternative but to 
come toterms, “Under the circum- 
stances persistence in the war can 
only involve fresh sacrifice of human 
tives, as purposeless as it is criminal.” 

Secretary Hay’s January note to 
the Powers, asking a renewal of their 
engagements to respect the integrity 
of China when the war is closed, is 
then touched upon. The required 
promises were given, and Mr. Foord 
expresses his conviction that Japau’s 
tenure of Manchuria when peace is 
made will be limited to euabling 
China to resist any further attacks 
1 her territorial ‘integrity. “The 
nations whose policy in North-China 
is exclusively commercial, have no- 
thing to fear from Japan, and can 
regard with entire equanimity the 
effect on the future of China of any 
terms of peace which she is likely to 
dictate.” It is surely obvious vhat 
Japan most in the interest of herself, 
of China, and of the peace of the Far 
East, guard Manchuria until China 
is so strong that there will be no 
mptation to Russia to walk in 
again as soon as Japan walks out. 

Russia’s charges against China of 
breaches of neutrality form the sub- 
ject of the note that follows. China 
denied these completely, and Russia 
treated the denial with scorn, as 
usual. On this Secretary Hay very 
cleverly proposed a conference of the 
Powers to pass upon the whole sub- 
ject. “Of course, Ruscia, desiring 
neither the preservation of the neutral 
status, nor the investigation of the 
accusations she had brought against 
the Chinese observance of neutrality, 
did not take kindly to Mr. Hay’s 
suggestion.” In his remarks on the 
Portuguese commercial treaty with 
China, Mr. Foord notes the impos- 
sible convention in regard to the 
Canton-Macao railway, which is a 
bad precedent for fature similar 
proposals, Mr. Foord speaks exult- 
ingly of the elimination of the 
controlling Belgo-Franco-Russian in- 
terests from the American-China De- 
velopment Co.,and we presume we 
may regard this elimination as actual 
and thorough. His last note ends 
with a proposition that the American 
Government join forces with the 
American cotton-growing and cotton- 
manufacturing interests to send out 
commission to study aod report on 
the opportunities presented by the 
markets of the Orient and South 
Africa for the consumption of Ame- 
rican cotton cloth.

learot quite accidentally the other day, that 
the probatione:s are paid at Shanghai the 
princely salary of $10 « month fur three 
years, {t is quite possible that those who 
run the Victoria Nursing Home act on the 
practice thwt if you can get girls for $10 
which is les thau what you give 
a kitchen maid and maid of ali work nt 
home—you are quite right in not paying 
more ; but it is simply what woul be de- 
soribel at hom» as sweating. It is simply 
getting @ portion of ‘community, 
who are the least alle to protect theu- 
talves, to work day after day at what cannot 
bbe described as a living wage. You might 

jacine that these probationers are simply 
there as apprentic-s to leurn their profes- 
sion, but a8 » matter of fact Iam assured by 
One of our leading doctors that they do 
great deal more work than the purses 
do. ‘That is perfectly uatural. It ix 
perfectly natural in wl of us wheo 
We yet youngsters into our offices, that 
wo uy to get thom te do most of 
the work.

extremely low and that equity in taxation 
calls for.its immediate revision. At the 
same time, it will be remembered that 
in 1902  goueral re-sssessment was 
authorised and carried out in the Coutrul 
District, and in the following year the 
other districts were similarly ro-assossed | 
‘and the revised values for the same oai 














into effect from the Ist July 1903.! 


Under these circumstances, it would not 
be reasonable, in the Council's opinion, 
to introduce another general re-assoss- 
ment because, in the first place, such a 
measure is an expensive one, requiring 
considerable time to complete, and fur- { 
ther, because its effect must necessarily 
be ed until the now schedules 
can be completed after hearing of any 
protests raised by landowners. Tho} 
method which is suggested in the present } 
resolution, while perhaps somewhat | 
rough and ready, we consider best suited 
to the immediate requirements of the 
case, and the proposed addition of one- 
third to existing values cannot, in 
most instances, be regarded ss any- 
thing but reasonable. In numerous 
eases which have come to the notice 
of the Council either through the 
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assessments of land are not only 
below their market values, but frequent- 
50% and occasionally more than 100%. 
‘xm quite aware that in certain 
positions, what may be termed fancy 
prices for certain purposes may have 
been paid for land, and that it would be 
inequitable to assess surrounding pro- 
perties by a standard based upon such 
sales. But making due allowance for 
cases of this nature, the Council feels 
that equity and the public interest call 
for a re-assessment, but as I have said, 
the objections to this as a general 
measure, are sufficient to deter us from 
recommending it for the present. On 
the other hand, it is possible that in 
certain special localities the increase in 
assessments now proposed may weigh un- 
fuly on a fow landowners; for ‘These, 
there remains the usual "remedy of 
forwarding a protest to the Council, and 
wherever it can be shown that the ro- 
vised assessment is more than the market 
value of the land, the Finance committeo 
would, as a matter of course, reduce the 
taxation to within its proper limite. I 
do not think, however, that many such 
cases will occur, and I am convinced 
that the increased revenue from land 
tax, estimated at Tis, 100,000, is not less 
than we can reasonably expect from that 
class of the community which has so 
grontly benefited by the Settlement’s 
development. Ido not sbare the views 
‘of those who attack landlords simply 
because they are the owners of property 
which has increased in value without 
any special effort or virtue on their 
part, aud I would like to emphasise the 
fact that the Council’s object in bringing 
forward the present resolution is simply 
to equalise taxation whore at presont it 
appears to be unduly favourable to tho 
land-owning class, With this explana- 
tion, I beg to submit the resolution to 
the meeting.

total from 560 to 962. Thirty-four milos 
of cable wore used daring the yoar in 
main extension, the units sold wore 22 
per cent more than during the provious 
12 months, and the maximum load 
increased by 48 per cont. 

‘The year 1904 has bon, like its two 
predecessors, a poriod of sation 
under somewhat difficalt eonditions ; the 
change in frequency has involved the 
Department in certain unes ox- 
penditure for fan conversion and 
replacement of meters, while the lato 
delivery of the new boilers has delayed 
that more economical working which 
may hereafter be expected.

boing entered into. The existing agree- 
ment with the Council was drawn up in 
1881 when Shanghai was a very different 
place from what it is now. The enormous 
increase in the pooulation and the area 
of these Settlements, during the 
last twenty-five years, is such that 
those who have recently come to re- 
side here can scarcely imagineit. I think 
I might illustrate this by stating that 
when the Company wes first founded we 
considered that 2 capital of £100,000 
would be smple for all possible require- 
ments, including not only the Northern 
Settlement, as it was then called, but the: 
French Concession, the Bubbling Well 
Road district, and the districts in Hong- 
Kew which wero then outside the Settle- 
ment limits. We understood that thet 
would be ample for all possible require- 
mont will not per- 

haps urd when I state that 
the total daily supply of water for all 
these various settlements was estimated 
at from one and a quarter to one and a 
half million gallons. ‘That was the outside 
estimate at the time, and now I may tell 
you that on many occasions the daily 
consumption of the Settlements, exclusive 
of the French Settlement, which is now 
supplied by its own company, reaches 
from six and a quarter to six and a half 
n gallons a day. The original 
agrooment, made in 1881 under oircum- 
stances I have just outlined, was drawn 
up by the legal advisors of the Council 
and the Waterworks Company, but there 
can be no doubt that many of the 
clauses aro very vague, and the Chairman 
of the Council has fully explained the 
groat difficulty of interpreting the 
important clause 7 of the sgreement. 
That clause the Waterworks Directors 
consider practically unworkable because

This 
was ‘still found to be insufficient and 
in 1886 wo increased the capital a fur- 
ther £24,000 by issuing 1,200 additional 
shares of £20 each. This brought our 
total capital in 1886 up to £144,000. 
1887 wo had kept our capital 
ling and the directors had been in 
London with an advisory committee in 
Shanghai, but in that year the necossity 
was seen of transferring the head office 
to Shanghai, and from that date the 
accounts have beon kept in taels. Tho 
paid-up capital of £144,000 was trans- 
ferred into taels at the rate of the day, 
representing Taels 665,711.37 ; and from 
that year until, the presont day not one 
tal has boon added to the capital 
account. We havo found it more econo- 
mical to goon extending our works and 
increasing our machinory by tho issue of 
debentures at five and six per cent and 
to-day we have Tacls 500,000 on del 
tures at these rates, making our capital 
and debenture issue total Taels 1,165,711. 
We have, as Mr. Anderson pointed out, 
expended our undistributed profits and 
reservefund inour works but believe this 
quite a legitimate method of finance.

Mr. Macleod, continning, said with 
regard to Mr. Wheelock’s evitlence 
it was important for the jury to remem- 
ber all he said because’ of the: state- 
ment made by Mr. Moller that he 
had told Mr. Wheelock that the rebate 
was not going to Peres & Co. Mr. 
Wheelock said that Mr. Moller told him 
that the charterers required two charter 
parties. Messrs, Shewan ‘Tomes & Co. 
refused to take Moller & Co.’s signature 
and the defendants had to sign the 
charter party. Most of the witnesses 
for the defence agreed that nothing 
definite was said abont the rebate or 
whom it was to be paid to. Mr. Wheelock 
stated that he did not hear the re- 
bate spoken of. Later, when cross- 
examined, he that the rebate must 
have been moutioned when discassing the 
dotnils of the charter-party. Mr. Whee- 
lock said that he did not take any part in 
that discussion ns he was engaged in 
other business at the time. Mr. Wheelock 
meant that if there was any discussion 
about the rebate it must have been there.

If Mr. Moller’s story 
was true was it likely that defentanis 
would have agreed to pay them « com- 
mission? Although Mr. Poros would not 
ay whether he considered Moller as a 
broker there was evidence to show that 
Messrs. illot and Jacquet did consider 
him a broker, aud counsel eubmitted that 
Mr. Moller was muking a claim on cir- 
cumstavces which he, as broker, should 
not have had anythivg to do with. 
He ought never to have eutered into 
such a transaction. When a man made 
brokerage he could uot fairly make a 
profit and keep it unkuown to the 
principals. Mr. McNeill said that 
Mr. Moller received no commission from 
Perez & Co., but Mr. Moller had stated 
that the brokerage was always borne by 
the ship, so that in paying £1,800 per 
month Mr. Perez was really paying the 
broker's commission. If Mr: Moller’s 
story was true why should not the 
brokerage have been paid ou the higher 
rate of ire? The undertaking was only 
that there shouldbe a return of £350 4 
month, but the word “ return” implied 
that it was to be paid to the clartere: 
The “parties interested” in the two 
letters of the 14th of December could 
only mean the charterers, and Wheelock 
& Co, took it in that sense. It was 
possible that Mr. McNeill might claim 
that Mr. Dyer had mado a verbal 
promise to send Mr. Moller a cheqni 
Counsel's contention was that tl 
agreement was made before this promis 
The promise made by Mr. Dyer should, 
therefore, not be taken into cousidera- 
at all, as he ouly made that promise 
intending to pay Messrs. Moller Bros. 
as brokers, xnd therefore the only w: 
they could found a claim ou th 
promiso was by showing that they had 
suffered damage as brokers through 
Joss of, commission because the money 
did not pass through theic hands.

Iship, With regard to the bank guarantee 
there was no doubt whatever that tho 
guaranteo that the charterers had to give 
was the sum of £2,150.

Perez, it followed that there should be 
two charters and the bank guarantee. 

In concluding counsel contended most 
strongly that in thir matter the defend- 
‘ants were not the brokers of Messrs. 
Perez & Co. With regard to Messrs, 
Wheelock & Co. plaintiff did their busi- 
ness and fixed the ship and was entitled 
to part of their brokerage, and with re- 
gard to Messrs. Perez & Co. he was pre- 
pared to give them the ship on his own, 
Terms and on the terms which they had 
accepted. It appeared to be part of the 
defendants’ case that they did not know 
that Viadivostock business was done on 
special term-. They must have known 
that the Viadivostock business was done 
‘on special terms. Counsel asked the

Dyer’s and Mr. Moller’s going into the 
Club and his Lordship did not think the 
jury need trouble about that. They 
‘came down, next, to the time when Mr. 
Moller ‘spoke to Mr. Wheelock, with 
to the vessel, at four o'clock. 

Now Mr. Wheelock’s impression was 
different from Mr. Moller’s. He said 
he had the vessel in hand from Messrs. 
Shean, Tomes for three or four days. 
They had it in hand from a firm at 
Shanghai to whom they had submitted 
the vessel for £1,800 a month for their 
eharter. It was in hand because the 
other firm wished to see if they could put 
the vessel through or not. The jury had 
the statement with regard to that. Mr. 
G. Wheelock could not give any informa- 
tion on the point. He saw Mr. Moller 
and his father when they met at the door. 
—His Lordship read the evidence of Mr, 
Dyer, with regard to the vessel, over to 
the jory—Tho next question was:— 
Did the plaintiffs before the signing of 
the charters notify the defendants that 
they had obtained a charterer? Did 
they say that they had a charterer at 
£1,800 and, if so, did they give the 
name of such charterer? His 
Lordship said he did not think he 
could give the jury very much informa- 
tion on that. The evidence as to what took 
lace at Mr. Wheelock’s office was that 

(oller went round and said the matter 
could be fixed up, at any rate, and ho 
said there was the conversation with 
regard to two charters. His Lordship 
wanted the jury to say whether Mr. 
Moller mentioned any other person as 
charterer than Mr, Perez. third 
question was:—Before and up to the 
time of the signing of the charter 
wore the defendants acting as brokers 
for the owners or for the owners’ 
agents, and, if so, were the plain- 
tiffs aware that they ting as 
such brokers? His Lordship did not 
think there was any doubt sbout that. 
It was not disputed that Messrs Wheel- 
ock and Co., 7. to the time they under- 
took to sign the charter, were acting as 
brokers, and Mr. Moller knew thoy were 
acting as charterers, so he need not 
Inbour the point further. Fourthly, 
he would ask the jury whether the 
plaintiffs in their negotiations with the 
defendants for the arrangement of a 
charter, and so far as the defendants 
were concerned, were ostensibly acting as 
brokers? If did they, before the 
signing of the charter, ceaso to sct 
ostensibly as brokers? His Lordship 
said that there was no doubt whatever 
that up to a certain point they were 
acting ostensibly as brokers. 

Mr. MeNeill—I deny that the plaintiffs 
acted ostensibly as brokers. I think that 
in the question your Lordship: asked the 
jury before. 

His Lordship—Oh, no. It was a much 
wider question. 

Continuing his address to the jury, 

His Lordship said there was one 
great pleasure when they were in a ses of 
doubt or difficulty as to what took place, 
and it was to have something in writing. 
They had a letter dated the 9th of 
December, which he took to be the day 
after the charter was signed. This letter 
was to Messrs. Wheelock and Co. and 
signed by Messrs. Moller Bros. (His 
Lordship read the letter.) He asked the 
jury to take that letter, and to take it 
that Messrs. Moller Bros. were acting 
ostensibly ss brokers.

It} 
was a8 a broker that Moller received 
brokerage, and he would not have received 
any brokerage if Mr. Wheelock had 
thought that he was a principal and 
got £350 profit » month. His Lord- 
ship asked the jury to consider this in 
connection with the further ‘question : 
Did the plaintiffs represent to the de- 
fendants that R. Perez & Co. were to 
receive the sum of £350, the difference 
between £1,800 and £2,150, or that that 
sum was to be returned to the dharterers? 
Did they say so? Or did they lead 
Wheelock & Co. to believe that? The 
next question went to the main point in 
the dispute. When did the defendants 
first become aware of the fact that the 
plaintiffs claimed an interest for them- 
selves in the £350? Was it before the 
signing of the charter? Was it before 
the payment of the sam of £350 for the 
second month to R, Perez & Co? His 
Lordship was very glad the jury had to 
decide this question, and not himself, on 
the evidence. Mr. T. Wheelock denied 
that Mr. Moller said anything to him on 
the subject. Mr. G. Wheelock a) not 
heard anything of it and Mr. ir had 
not Terd anothing of it. But Mr, Moller 
stated most distinctly that no mention 
was made at this time of the £350 except 
that Mr. T. Wheelock asked him if it was 
for Perez & Co., mentioning at the same 
‘time that the money had to be paid to 
him as he was nsible to the two 
parties—Mr. Weill and Mr. Babr. And 
here again came in written doou- 
ments, written before the dispute had 
arisen, when the parties wrote what oc- 
curred to them at the time to be correct. 
(His Lordship here read the correspon- 
dence.) His Lordship continued that 
Messrs. Moller Bros. spoke of the £350 
‘as a rebate and not a return to charterers. 
Mr. Wheelock replied that they confirm- 
ed that there was a rebate. Now this 
was the only thing that was almost 
contemporaneous with the alleged agree- 
ment. There was another letter, that was 
sent with the first payment to Moller 
Bros. This was written by Mr. Dyer on 
behalf of Wheelock & Co. He said 
“Being s return to charterer.” Now, 
Mr. ‘Moller said he had not read that. 
‘That was a matter for the jury to decide‘ 
whether, in the course of business, he 
did read it. It was very useful for deter- 
mining the fact when Mr. Dyer thought 
of it on the 19th of December, ten days 
after the cbarter had been made. His 
Lordship was glad the jury had something 
in writing to lead them. They might 
not be able to decide all of it, but there 
was great desl that could be decided on 
it. The jury could rely, so far as anything 
properly could be relied on, on anything 
that they had written at the time. He 
thought it would be right to suggest to 
the jury that if Mr. Dyer had thought 
‘at that time that this money was going| 
to Moller Bros. and to Moller Bros’. 
friends, that he would not have put in

Unless then and so far as the defendant 
is entitled to statutory protection, the 
defendant has to show that the loss was 
‘ovcasioned either by the negligence of the 
plaintiff, or of somo pobag for whom he 
is responsible, or by the Act of God, or 
the King’s enemies. 

It is not contended that the loss occur- 
red through the Act of God. Part of the 
Joss was certainly caused by fire, and if 
that fire was accidental itwould soema not 
unnatural construction of the term to 
include in it a fire 20 caused. But the 
matter is. concluded by authority. In 
the caso of Froward », Pittard (1. R. 
27) Lord Mansfield said :—“Now, what is 
the Act of God? Tconsider it to moan 

“something in opposition to the act of 
man ; for everything is the Act of God 
that ‘happons by His permission, every- 
thing by His knowledge .... In this caso 

\fire arose 
from the act of some man or other. It 
certainly did ariso from some act of man, 
for it is expressly stated not to have 
happened by lightning.” 

That decision sooms never to have boon 
questioned and the same principle is 
stated in Nugent e. Smith ( (1876) 0. P.D. 
423), Mollish, L. J., said:—* The ‘ Aot 
‘8 moro short way of expressing 
this proposition. A common carrier is 
not liable for any accident as to which 
he can show that it is duo to natural 
.oauses directly and exclusively, without 
human intervention, that it could not 
have been prevented by any amount 
of foresight and pains and care reasonably 
to be expected from him.” 

‘Those casos 
of responsibility thrown upon innkeepers 
and cominon carriers by the common law, 
but cortai tutes have been passed 
which mitigate the rigour of that law 
both as regards carriers by land and sea 
and as regards innkeopers. It lies, how- 
ever, on the common carrier and the inn- 
keeper to show that they come within 
the protection of those statutes, and 
except s0 far us thoy do so, their old 
common law liability remains.

Mr. Hanson said the worst thing was 
that “after Mr. Tarnor’s death, when 
plaintiff wanted to withdraw, Mr. Evans 
claimed that plaintiff should ose 
his Tis. 50,000 and pay Tia. 19,000 towards 
the losses as well.

It was p 
owing to difficulties raised by Chang 
Yon-inao that additional pits had not 
been sunk, ‘The raising of the money by 
debentures was advantagvous to the 
company, and was an able pieco of 
finance. Cross-examined as to certain 
agrooments entered into between himself 
and the Oriental Syndicate, the witness 
ied that they were fictitious. They 
wore the legal machinery for carrying 
out the transactions relating to the 
business in question. Witness became 
‘director of the company in July 1901. 
He did not remain off the board purposely 
until these matters had been carried 
through. He had from the first con- 
sistently endeavoured to get the provi- 
sions of the memorandum loyally carried 
out. The Chinese areholders had 
equal rights of voting. The difficulty 
was that their shares were bearer shares. 
That was a difficulty which was ap- 
preciated all over the world. Referred 
to # resolution passod by the shareholders 
for an increase in the directors’ re- 
muneration, the witness admitted that 
the Chinese shareholders had not been 
consulted as to that, and that he him- 
self had not objected to it. Witness 
agreed that the company had not carried 
out the memorandum as Chang Yor 
mao understood it, but they had tried 
to carry it out as it ought to be under- 










































stood. Some of the directors took the 
view that the memorandum was not 
vital ; but they still endeavoured to carry 
it out. It was true that the majority of 
the board took the view that the 
memorandum had no legal effect, but 
witness had always dissociated himself 
from that. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hamilton on 
behalf of the defendant company, the 
witness seid. that his view of the 
memorandum was that there was nothing 
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in it which the company could not safely: 
carry out, but that did not mean that 
Chang Yon-mao could be put in a 
Position of absolute control of the 
company. The memorandum, in witness's 
view, could not mean that. 

The witness was then re-examined by 
‘Mr. Hughes. 

Mr. Haldane then shortly stated the: 
points to which the evidence for the 
defendant company would be directed. 
Ho should not contend tht the me 
morandam was not binding. In spirit, 
at all events, it ought to be given effect 
to. The company would contest the 
proposition that the memorandum was| 
binding if it were to. be construed so as 
to give Chang Yen-mao the absolute 
coutrol of the company.

Chang insisted that a promise which had 
ready been mace should be put in writ- 
ing. The memorandum contained no m 
engegement in his opinion, and for that 
reason he signed it.

CORRESPONDENTS.

Tue “South China Morning Post” 
of the 18th instant contains a very 
interesting report of an interview 
with Mr. William Maxwell, the war 
correspondent of the London “Stand- 
ard,” who was passing through Hong- 
kong, homeward-bound. What Mr, 
Maxwell said throws « good deal of 
light on the war correspondent ques, 
tion, valuable light, because he re- 
ented the “Standard” at the 
front in Marchuria from the first 
battle on the Yalu to the fall of Port 
Arthur. I is clear from what he said 
that much injustice has been done 
the Japanese by the correspondents, 
who left the field after the battle of 
Liaoyang. “I would like to re- 
move,” he says, “the impression which 
seems to be very common, that the, 
Japanese at the front gave uo facilities 


to the foreign war correspondents for | 


observation. At the beginning of the 
war there were many things which 
might have gone better, and this 
impression of opposition was created 
by the fact that many of the corres- 
pondents left after the battle of Liao- 
yang. ‘They had to make outa good 
case for leaving, and they did so by 
accusing the Japanese of placing 
serious difficulties in the way of 
independent observation: I repudiate 
in the strongest possible manner the 
statements that the Japanese pre- 
vented us from seeing everything 
that could legitimately be seen of 
any action in which ‘the Japxnese 
were engaged. After the first fight 
at Motieoling (?) we had every op- 
* portunity that a correspondent or 
attaché could desire to witness the 
operations.” Mr, Maxwell is justly 
contemptuous of the griffins who 
were always clamouring to be allowed 
to join the firing line, the worst place 
they could get to see anything of the 
battle as a whole, if they had. pluck 
enough to stay there when they got 
there. “No one can possibly see more 
than a brigade in action at one time 
if it is firing.” Asa matter of fact, 
the Japanese, teste Mr. Muxwell, went 


pains to do it. The great trouble, 
and this is known to-everyone who is 
conversant with the question at all, 
was that all sorts of unqualified, 
ignorant, inexperienced, and incom. 
petent persons .were accredited in a 
hurry as correspondents ‘by news- 
papers at home. These men wanted 
to make a name for themselves, and 
did not. care what promises and 
engagements they broke, sp long as 
they obtained credit for getting their 
dispatches through quickly. “If a 
correspondent breaks his .pledge of 
honour and rides away to send off 
uncensored dispatches, he can do so 
and will doubtless obtain a mo- 
mentary credit and reputation; but 
the effect on the profession’ is.dis- 
astrous, Every Attaché, British and 
foreign, has taken notes of these 
things, and we may be sure that in 
any future war either there will be no 
correspondents, or the greatest care 
will exercised in their selec- 
tion. . . The whole of the war, from 
the correspondent’s point of view, has 
been disastrous, chiefly owing to the 
conduct of the majority of the men. 
No other army in the world would 
have tolerated it, and I am sure that 
no mao would have attempted the 
same methods with a European army, 
for he would have been instantly pun- 
ished. The Japauese seemed to have 
some reluctance to inflict punishment 
for infringement of their rales, and 
some men were not slow to take 
advantage of this immunity.” Tbe 
fact is, that there were many in the 
scratch pack of correspondents who 
could not dispossess themselves of 
the mistaken idea that they were re-

“ Revolutions are against principles ; 
rebellions are ‘inst. men,” “the 
Chinese are the least revolutionary and 
the most rebellions” (of.all pations that 
have attained a certain degree of 
civilisation). Such pithy sentences and 
such striking thoughts attract to, and 
fix the attention on the first article in the 
“Reoorder” before us: “A Study of 
Rebellions of Chins,” by the Rev. Frank 
Rawlinson. ‘True, the words we quote 
above are taken from Mr. Meadows’ study 
of the subject, but tho value of Mr. 
Ravwlinson’s article is enhanced rathe: 
than lessened by the knowledge of his 
familiarity with the works of such author- 
ities as Meadows and Faber. Accordit 
toDr. Feber : “ Bebellions have occu: 
on a large scale over fifty times in about 
ton thousand years, and local rebellions 
are almost yearly events.” The impor- 
tance ofithe subject therefore can hardly 
be over-cstimated. 

In considering these national ulcers 
Mr. Rawlinson asks threo questions : 
What has caused them? What has swolled 
them to such tremendous proportions! 
And what has been their effect? ‘Tho first 
question is a “puzzler,” for in thinkin, 
of the Emperor as a likely cause we fi 
that in, many Chinese rebellions the 
Emperor is only an incident. “The cause 
of these rebellions,” says Mr. Rawlinson, 
“ig in the people or in something that 
touches them directly. Many of theso 
eausos have no possible re 
ruling power. One thing th 
much to start rebellions hes beon local 
tastrophies. Many rebellions, when 
started, had no dynastic significance. It 
is also true, though, that whenever a 





































» in all prob- 
ability their eyes and steps will turn 
towards the dragon throne.” 

The well-known intimate relation of 
famine and flood to rebellion is naturally 
next referred to. ‘One result of these 
local disasters has been the production 
of an enormous amount of vagrancy. 
Often the people at large were so poor 
astobe unable to think of marrying, 
The result of this has been that under 
every dynasty there has been a large 
part of the people at some time with no 
home ties, no adequate support. These 
have become fugitives and wanderers. 
Naturally such people break off all moral 
restraint and furnish rebellious material. 
Such people often formed into bands of 
robbers. Now let one of these bands, 
with an able head, gain some prestigo— 
the idea of wresting the supreme power 
takes form and an anti-dynastic rebellion 
is under way. It is possible that hardly 
any coasiderable band of this class has 
gone long without making anti-dynastic 
efforts.” 

The twin motives of self-interest and 
ambition have had a good deal to do with 
rebellions in China, and this section could 
have been amplified considerably. 

In answering the question of what has 
swelled these movements to such tremen- 
dous proportions, reference is made to 
the credulity of the Chinese, the 
oft-recurring weakness of the govern- 
ment, and the peculiar ideas of

upon a distinguished public servant. 


The right to the throne is ‘shown 
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by the favour of heaven. The favour 
of heaven is shown by the good or 
bed ‘condition of the empire, When 
eaven speaks it does so through the 
people and shows who is accounted 
worthy to take the place of the one on 
the throne. The character of the ‘Em- 
peror decides his retention or loss of 
hoaven’s favour. In a word, the Emperor 
is made responsible for everything. 
Natural catastrophios, as well as political, 
are laid to the account of the Govern.

Such reasoning is bad for Pesing, no 
matter what the character of the Emperor 
may be, and we can easily understand the 
paralysing effect on the ralers from disas- 
tors that lead the people to blame the 
dynasty, Logically therefore, ‘it is the 
success of a rebellion that proves it 
hae the favour of heaven, So that it 
becomes a legal thing to rebel, be- 
cause it is right to try for the favour 
of heaven—especially if you can prove 
that the present ocoupant of the throne 
has lost it. ‘The continued favour of 
heaven depends upon one’s ability to 
hold on to the throne after he has got 
it; the obtaining of that favour depends 
upon one’s ability to hit the hardest. 
Tn the last analysis it means that the 
w of China is the law of force. 
This just lesves a clear track for the 
worst in men the moment that the ox- 
ternal pressure is removed or lightened.”

Before the Boxer disturbances of 1900 
the exceedingly miscell 
rifles in the bands of 
baffle description, this country, owiug to 
the avarice and dishonesty of the man- 
darins concerned, being made the dump- 
ing ground of every kind of obsolote 
firearm that had been discarded by the 
various Powers. Of recent years, how- 
er, bitter experience has taught the re- 
sponsible officials of this Empire to seek 
the best arms available, but although 
matters appear better than before 
there is still a la of unifor- 
mity, each high provinvial general 
showing partiality tor the arms prodaced 
by certain countries, regardless of what 
his brother satrap may be purchasing at 
the same time. An exami it 
the matter by the officials of 
Reorganisation Department at Peking 
now shows that while the Mauser rifle“ 
seems to be the general favourite 
throughout the country, in the propor- 
iov of seven-tenths of that make to 
three-tenths of other makes, the bores 
still lack uniformity. We uow under- 
stand that orders have be 
the Army Reorganisati 
to the Viceroys and Governors of pro- 
vinces henceforth to arm the troop: 
der them entirely with 6.5 milli 
bore Mausers and to reject all ri 
different bores. In this manner it is 
‘expected to arm the troops of the Em- 
with rifles of a uniform bore within 
‘a year, for which the cartridge factories 
throughont the country are already 
commencing manufacturing the neces- 
sary ammunition. This important prin- 
ciple of homogeneity is also to be oex- 
tended to the artillery arm, that is to 
say, field, mountain, and garrison 
artillory will each maintain a certain 
cxlibre, guns and howitzers of different 
bores being exceptions to the general 
rule.
